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Pastor’s  Foreword 

Another  year  has  passed  quickly.  In 
June,  1957,  our  pastor  will  have  completed 
40  years  in  the  active  ministry.  A  loyal 
membership  in  both  Churches  has  made  the 
past  a  blessed  experience. 

As  we  view  the  future  both  churches 
have  their  separate  goals.  For  St.  Daniel’s  it 
means  reducing  their  modest  indebtedness  of 
$15,500,  and  completing  their  Fair  Stand 
operation.  For  Trinity  it  means  formulating 
a  renovation  and  alteration  program  that 
will  adequately  house  their  Sunday  School 
and  improve  their  “worship  quarters.”  To 
this  end  we  have  a  nest  egg  of  $25,000  with¬ 
out  any  concerted  high  pressure  drive. 

If  both  churches  continue  to  operate  as 
harmoniously  as  they  have  in  the  past  any 
project  can  be  successfully  concluded. 

In  Benevolence  both  congregations  rais¬ 
ed  a  little  less  than  their  promise  under  the 
"Grace  System.”  If  100  members  of  each 
church  would  add  5c  per  week  to  their  pres¬ 
ent  figures  both  churches  would  be  on  the  credit  side  of  the  ledger. 

In  both  churches  we  have  replaced  our  losses  by  death  and  transfer  with  cate¬ 
chumens  and  both  churches  have  added  a  substantial  number  of  adults  who  repre¬ 
sented  a  net  gain  in  membership.  It  is  in  this  department  that  we  must  strive  most 
because  this  is  the  real  business  of  the  church. 

We  are  not  interested  in  spectacular  figures,  but  we  believe  that  God  is  best 
pleased  when  we  show  “devoted  effort”  and  a  “continuous  evangelism”  program  that 
brings  in  the  sheep  and  lambs  into  His  Fold. 

This  fall  our  churches  will  participate  in  the  program  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  to  add  more  names  to  our  church  and  Sunday  School  Rolls. 


Parish  Meeting
